Programme Notes 


Elibama combines two traditional celebrations of community: the Yiddish 
song “Alle Brider” (All are Brothers) and the Madagascar song “Oay Lahy E” 
(Song of the Sons of the Ancestors). The songs are explored alternately and 
simultaneously, in unison, in counterpoint, and in rich overlays of flowing ostinati. 
Every section gets a chance to solo and to interweave with different combinations 
of the other voices. Commisioned for the 10th anniversary concert of the Amabile 
Youth Singers; Elibama pays tribute to the choir by reversing the name in the title.

Markus Howard, a third year Music Education Major is th 1996-97 
Assistant Conductor of the MacMillan Singers in an apprenticeship 
with Dr. Doreen Rao. Winner of the 1990 Yamaha Award of 
Excellence, he brings a wealth of experience to the Choral 
Department. Markus is the founder and Artistic Director of the 
innovative Camber Choir La Movida and was recently awarded the 
position of conductor for the Toronto Interlink Choir. An avid 
choral singer, Markus has appeared with many of Canada’s choirs 
including the Ontario Youth Choir, the National Youth Choir of 
Canada, the Elora Festival Chorus, the Amadeus Choir, and in 
apprenticeship with the Vancouver Chamber Choir. In the summer 
of 1996, he represented Canada in the World Youth Choir’s tour 
of Scandinavia and the Baltics, and was most recently honoured 
with an invitation to the choir’s 1997 tour of Japan.

Jennifer began her musical training in Listowel, Ontario. A student of both 
piano and organ, she studied in Stratford under the direction of Earl Clark 
and Ian Sadler. She has held positions of Director of Music, Trinity United 
Church, Listowel; Junior Organ Scholar, Trinity College; Assistant organist, 
Metropolitan United Church; vocal coach for conductor for the Children’s
